Physicians there seem to know as
little concerning the disease and its
cure as they do here where many of
the most skilled in the medical pro-

fession

assert their entire ignorance-
of tbe dread compaint and their in¬

ability to find iits causes or cure
Some urge the strict quarantine ol the
affected and others say that iisolation
makes no difference and both classes
will cite instances to support them
